I. your fuse box a Chinese puzzle? Or a lethal-looking de- 
vice you don’t go within a ten-foot pole of? It needn’t be. 
A blown fuse is as easy and safe to replace as a light bulb. 
Knowing how can save summoning a neighbor or the power 
company. But the time to learn is before the lights go out. 

Walk up to your fuse box. Go ahead—it won’t snarl. You 
may find one box with a pull-down handle (the main power 
switch) and a separate fuse box. Or both may be combined 
in one. 

Open the fuse box. In it you’ll find several rows of branch 
fuses, controlling lights and outlets in certain rooms in your 
house. On the door should be a list of what circuit each fuse 
commands. If it’s missing, follow procedure outlined below. 


Know your circuits 


To match fuses to circuits, follow these steps for each: (1) 
pull down main switch to off; (2) unscrew fuse; (3) return 
switch to on; (4) note which lights, outlets don’t work. Make 
list on fuse-box door. If lights fail, you’ll know fuse to check. 

When a fuse blows, first correct probable cause of over- 
load. Too many appliances on at once? One shorted? After 
trouble’s cleared, turn off main switch, find fuse that’s dark 
or cloudy. Metal link across window will be parted or gone. 


Replacing a blown fuse 

Remove bad fuse, throw away and replace with a new one of 
correct size. The size number is on the bottom of each fuse, 
as number of amps (amperes) it will safely pass. The correct 
size should also be noted on your circuit list. As a rule, a 
15-amp fuse controls lighting circuits; 20-amp fuses guard 
the small-appliance circuits which are equipped with heav- 
ier wire. 

Remember: too small a fuse causes needless blowing. But 
too big a one won’t blow when it should, causing overheated 
wires or even fire. Check your power company if you’re in 
doubt as to size. Never use a penny as “temporary” fuse.

It seemed right to take that risk. After 
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all, there was little safe about the life of those 
small armies straggling up and down the 
dark Eastern wilderness. And there was lit- 
tle really sane about those divided and 
weak colonies opposing one of the great 
powers of Europe. And yet, like them, we 
survived, we triumphed. 

We killed no enemy (unless you counted 
the extra lives that outraged cats left behind 
as they flew over fences), but we did start 
our short day, as those firm farmers at Con- 
cord Bridge had started their long war, with 
an explosion of powder. 

When I was a boy in an Iowa town, every

neighborhood kid of 12 sneaked off at dawn 
to the blacksmith shop. There the black- 
smith, powerful in the pride of his brawny 
arms and his split leather apron, and already 
blackened around his face, would put a big 
charge of powder on an anvil. Then he would 
insert a fuse and put another anvil on top of 
that. When ignited, the powder blew up 
with a tremendous roar and a crash of iron, 
blasting indignant citizens from their beds, 
sending dogs howling under cellars and 
bushes, terrifying horses so that they stamped 
their shod feet and whinnied from their 
barns. 
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After the anvils, we scattered to burn up 
in a few hours the fireworks we had bought 
with our painfully earned money, acquired 
by selling newspapers, bottles, junk, by 
mowing lawns. All over town the debauch of 
our savings went on, a noise like the skir- 
mishing of muskets, such sounds as our 
children do not know. What else booms like 
a giant firecracker lit and wildly thrown 
down a sewer, its long underground roar 
echoing through the hollow pipes? You 
could put your ear on the manhole cover 
and feel the vibration. There were the red 
“‘sons-o’-guns”” which sputtered and crack- 
led when over the sidewalk and 
would go tearing into your legs if you 
dropped a rock on them. And there would 
be the delicate splatter of tiny “‘ladyfingers”’ 
firing. We would light whole strings and 
throw them into the air, to catch in trees and 
carry on a private, spitting war at each 
other. 

Sometimes the bigger boys would turn up 
with crude cannon made from iron pipe 
plugged at one end. We would lie on the 
slopes of lawns like miniature Bunker Hills 
and admire the recklessness of these small 
artillerymen, dreading (and yet secretly 
hoping) that the whole infernal machine 
‘vould blow up, as it often did, and those 
heroes would be carried home howling. 
The streetcars were a vivid help, too. We 


rubbed 


would put rows of torpedoes along the track 
and watch them shatter sideways with a rud- 
dy flare. The progress of a motorman across 
town was one long explosion. | have won- 
dered since how patiently they endured our 
follies. 

Not only are those noises gone, so are the 
smells, and above all, the dense, brown odor 
of punk smoldering. A stick of punk would 
give just enough live coal to ignite fire- 
cracker fuses. Nothing in the world has that 
damp, persistent smell; mingled with burn- 
ing powder, it made the air itself seem 
scorched. My grandfather always said that 
it rained so much during Civil War battles 
because the gunpowder brought it out of 
the clouds. | would stand there snifting, to 
see whether our little effort would not pro- 
duce at least a shower. 


I t was a terrible day for animals. Cats and 
dogs hid as deep under barns and houses 
as they could get, and only came out late at 
night, trembling and whining. But horses 
had to be out in that inferno. My father al- 
ways drove a horse and buggy home from 
work, tying up that poor animal at a horse- 
headed hitching post at the curb. I would 
be sent out to put a nosebag of oats on it and 
in my hands today I can feel that tall, strong 
creature shaking as firecrackers went off, and 
hear its iron shoe scratching on the brick 
paving. 

The biggest event was always the parade, 
and in that parade, the most important 
group for us was the Civil War veterans 
marching, for my grandfather was among 
them. They had all been in the Union army. 
My grandfather had been a cavalryman and 
considered it debasing to march like infan- 
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try. He was a big, gentle man with a tremen- 
dous white beard, which he would trim be- 
fore the mirror as he prepared for the parade. 


I, was hard for me to think of that quiet 
man, snipping at a few straggling whiskers, 
waving a heavy saber and shouting in a cav- 
alry charge, but he had done just that. Yet 
when he had put on his blue uniform and 
braced himself for the march that he would 
not admit was exhausting, there would be 
in his effort to stand perfectly erect in spite 
of his farmer’s stoop, such a fierce determi- 
nation, that I could suddenly imagine the 
whole bloody and desperate moments of a 
young trooper’s life. His jaw would set as I 
never saw it through the rest of the year, 
and he would step out with a hard look on 
his face that scared me. He had earned that 
stoop, as he had earned that uniform, the 
hard, hard way: by hanging onto a hand 
plow over fields he had received in part as 
bounty for his service. 

I remember still the Fourth of July when 
Grandfather had a savage moral dilemma— 
the summer that the family felt he was not 
strong enough to walk the distance of the 
parade. He shouted that it was bad enough 
for a cavalryman to walk like a foot soldier, 
but by the eternal, it was a disgrace to ride 
in a stinking automobile. His daughter, my 
mother, argued that he had to do it, “‘to be 
with the boys.’’ Muttering in his beard, his 
face livid red under the white hair, he gave 
in, his worst defeat of the war, and rode in 
an open horseless carriage with a few other 
casualties of age, sitting there grim and erect 
and ashamed. Somehow, in his venerable 
pride, | confused him with the soldiers who 
had fought that Eighteenth Century war 
whose Declaration of Independence we were 
celebrating, thus casually adding a hundred 
years to the seventy he already had. 

Along with the risk to hands and eyes, 
there was one more menace to the Fourth of 
the public oration. This was always 
delivered from the bandstand in the middle

of the block-square park in the center of 
town. It was expected to produce suffering 
as cruel as the war itself, by its tortuous 
length and its rhetoric exploding like shrap- 
nel, and it usually did. 

The audience stood there sweltering in 
the sun, unflinching in the face of volley 
after volley of murderous oratory. The 
speaker worked and sweated as hard as any 
infantryman marching through Georgia. He 
defended the Constitution fiercely, to an 
audience not precisely hostile to that noble 
document. There was always some pounded- 
home-with-the-fists praise of that sterling 
native stock which was the backbone of the 
country. This my grandfather took seriously 
indeed, although his family came from 
Europe and he spoke German before learn- 
ing English. Thanks were given to God for 
providing so few Indians to be chased from 
this fertile soil, and thanks were given to the 
Milwaukee Railroad for sending a 
band. Motherhood was so vigorously de- 
fended, I had the impression the glorious 
Revolution had been fought so that women 
could bear children.

Fences have a new importance 


By Fleeta Brownell Woodroffe 


l, you re looking around for the key to privacy and 


to living happily in an open-plan house (with maybe 
a glass wall or two) you ll find it in fences. Today’s 
best planning uses fences, not as continuous guards 
or stockades, but as screens and baffles. Well-placed 


fences are now a thoroughly tested means of getting 


\ fence of brown palings, reaching to above eye level, screens in- 
ner portion of property from neighboring windows. Fence tempers 
the wind but doesn’t shut off air from plants growing next to it. 


more living space from your property at the very 
lowest cost. With fences, you can use all you own. 

Six ty pes of enclosures, each chosen to do a special 
job, are used on the property pictured here. They 
give the family complete privacy in a house with 
three glass walls. They make living to the lot line a 
reality. And they do this on a corner lot! Owners are 
Mr. and Mrs. Frederick E. Emmons of Santa Monica. 


Visitors gravitate to long permanent benches of barbecue and 
recreation areas that are backed by this fencing. Note cor- 
ner of the smoothly troweled, concrete dance floor at right. 














Without an L-shape screen of structural glass, this charming street en- 
trance would be wholly impractical. But with it (see plan below), the 
glassed-in loegia that connects living and bedroom wings becomes a plant 
room. This looks onto central patio with roof of live-oak branches. 

Decorative wooden screen, inside glass at left of door. blocks the view 
into the living room from outside this striking front entrance. 


Fences of varied materials and heights make interior 








Two rectangles connected by a smaller one are core of the ground 
plan of the Emmons house. Detached garage is on lowest corner of 
lot. Unroofed living space of equal area is gained by setting 
screening fences and walls on or near the lot lines. 

Most admirable and rewarding is the accommodating of house 
and ground plans to the old settlers—seven majestic live oaks. 
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Roof-height extension and return of front wall of house (extreme right) 
screens the all-glass end of the study from those passing along property 
on the curving street. Overlapping this taller wall, and nearer the 
street. is a lower one made of concrete blocks colored an earthen yellow. 

This overlapping of the ends of screening walls and fences to obtain 
privacy is an effective device. Note the absence of gates.

Fences have uses other than protecting property 


The Emmons family live in a spacious and private world of their own although their 
living room has glass walls on opposite sides. This is the long view taken from just 
inside the brick wall that protects bedroom patio from side street. 

Vhrough sliding glass doors on both sides of living room (upper left) you glimpse 
the tall paling fence that stands on the far lot line and shelters the recreation area.

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With outdoor space made into roomlike areas by positioning of fences and screens, it 
seems right that the floors of these outdoor rooms be paved. This means that plants 
are largely confined to closely planted beds. This gives great freedom in the use of 


open spaces and reduces outdoor housekeeping to sweeping or hosing off paving. 
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i get double returns from your fences 
and screens, consider the opportunity they 
offer for “‘climate control.’ You cool off 
with water by laying perforated pipe or plas- 
tic hose along the top of your fence, or up- 
per stringer, thus providing a refreshing 
mist that reduces heat. Or, you can produce 
a full-scale shower at just the right time. 

A fence is easily drafted to serve as a back 
support for an awning to shade a sand pile. 
Tack canvas closely to fence, so wind will 
not find an opening. Or, have metal eyelets 
inserted and push hooks through these. Two 
poles set on an outward slant will give steady 
support to the free end of the canvas. 

In just this same way an existing fence 
can be used to support a sunshade made 
from short lengths of snow fencing or woven 
reeds. Grow gourd vines over them to deep- 
en the shade. 

Fences five or more feet tall can serve as 
supports for outdoor lights including every- 
thing from spotlights and bracket fixtures to 
panels designed to give out a soft glow. 

Be very sure you use only conduits, wires, 
and receptacle boxes intended for outdoor 
use. Have your completed outdoor lighting 
checked by a qualified electrical inspector. 

The plainest of fences will support vines, 
shrubs, and fruit trees trained in fan shapes. 
To give the branches adequate air circula- 
tion, they should stand away from the 
fences. Invest in some 6-inch T'V stand-off 
insulators. Push out the pads and tie 
branches to loops. Vines, shrubs, and trees 
so trained make handsome decorations. 


Ir your fence faces north, it will serve nicely 
as support for brackets holding potted tu- 
berous begonias. An east-facing fence will 
need other shade from the south if you want 
to accommodate begonias, fuchsias, ferns, 
and other gracefully pendant plants that de- 
mand shade through the heat of the day. 
Such a fence-garden is particularly suited 
to the needs of gardeners who, for one rea- 
son or another, cannot stoop easily to tend 
regular garden beds. A flower-hung fence is 
especially appreciated opposite a window.

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THE STRANGE CASE OF THE SEATTLE SLUMS: 
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Why arent these kids 


in trouble‘ 


uvenile delinquency could hardly find a better breed- 
ing ground than the Seattle waterfront. In this skid-row 
section of town, drunks lie sprawled in the dark doorways 
of flophouses and bars, and derelicts roam the streets 
looking for trouble. Policemen walk their beat in pairs, 
warning visitors to leave before dark. Yet among the 
many Japanese-American families who live here, there is 
no record of teen-age delinquency. What makes the situ- 
ation more intriguing is the fact that juvenile crime con- 
tinues to grow steadily in other parts of Seattle, and in 
the rest of the nation. Last year, the problem accounted 
for the arrest of more than half a million minors. 

Oriental tradition is important to these people, who 
see a connection between teen-agers out of trouble and 
homes with strong family ties. In Japan, two or three 
generations sometimes live together asa social, religious, 
economic, and political unit. The oldest man heads a 


clan consisting of himself and his wife, their married sons 


and their wives, any unmarried sons and daughters, 


Beverly and Dick Obayashi live in this waterfront hotel owned by 
their father. While their parents attend a social function at the Seattle 
Buddhist Church, the children are in charge of the desk. 


One reason why delinquency is unknown to Japanese-American 


juveniles is that they take an important part in family affairs. Un- 
like other teen-agers, they never feel unneeded or left out. 


grandchildren, and often great-grandchildren. The entire 
family shares all praise earned by a member, and if any- 
one misbehaves the household takes the blame. 

Seattle’s citizens of Japanese descent don’t all live 
under one roof, but they follow their heritage of a com- 
mon loyalty as if they did. Many own hotels, for instance, 
and at cleaning time the Japanese-American community 
often descends on each of them in turn to help out until 
the job is finished. 

Dick Obavyashi, a 16-vear-old Eagle Scout, is one of the 
teen-agers living in the Seattle slums. His father owns a 
small hotel on the waterfront which is also their home. 
What the rest of America might learn from this dingy 
dockside neighborhood is shown on these pages. The final 
lesson could be this: Delinquency has no chance in homes 
where there is love, respect, pride, and faith. Submit a 
boy or girl to the opposing influences of a happy family 
life and an unhealthy neighborhood environment, and 
the right side will win every time.

Put in 8-inch pastry- 
lined pieplate. Dot with 2 table- 
spoons butter or margarine. Con- 
tinue as above. 

Plain Pastry 

2 cups sifted enriched flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

24 cup shortening 

5 to 7 tablespoons cold water 
Sift together flour and salt; cut in 
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shortening with pastry-blender or 
blending fork till pieces are the 
size of small peas. Sprinkle water, a 
tablespoon at a time, over part of 
mixture. Gently toss with fork; 
push to one side of bowl. Sprinkle 
next tablespoon water over dry 
part; mix lightly; push to mois- 
tened part at side. Repeat till all is 
moistened. Gather up with fingers; 
form into ball. For double-crust 
pie, divide dough for lower and 
upper crust. Form each in ball. 
Flatten ball slightly and roll 4% 
inch thick on lightly floured sur- 
face. If edges split, pinch together.

Blend to- 
gether mayonnaise, mustard, and 
salt; mix with macaroni mixture. 
Sprinkle inside of pepper cups with 
salt and fill with the salad. Chill. 
Serve on salad greens and top with 
radish roses. Makes 6 servings. 
Tasting-Test Kitchen note: If un- 
cooked pepper cups are used, first 
cut sliver off bottom of “‘wobbly” 
ones. 


Bread Sticks

Outside, the building is dignified. 
Inside, the exhibit rooms are liter- 
ally jumping with fans, young and 
old, some of them almost hysterical 
over the lockers, uniforms, gloves, 
bats, and baseballs of their heroes, 
today’s folk heroes—Babe Ruth, 
Lou Gehrig, Ty Cobb, Joe Di- 
Maggio, and many others.

land, where streams cascade down 
the hillsides through wooded mos- 
sy glens, and plunge as waterfalls 
over the rocky ledges. 

The Finger Lakes region has 
every natural facility for the sum- 
mer sports lover—sailing, swim- 
ming, fishing, hiking—yet it has 
not been exploited for the tourist 
trade, and in this lies its charm. 
Vineyards terrace the hillsides. 
You sense tradition and culture 
among the people here, partly be- 
cause there are so many colleges in 
the area. (Cornell, “Far Above 
Cayuga’s Waters” in Ithaca, is one 
of them.) And the handsome Glass 
Center in Corning is fast becoming 
an educational mecca for the entire 
nation.

end. Then we went off to another 
two hours of agony, that furious 
trial by food called the Fourth of 
July picnic. We usually drove to 
the banks of the Cedar River where 
a collection of food was spread out
